‘Given a Germination Test 


Germination tests made on oats, 
wheat and barley this fall at the Do- 
minion Seed Laboratory, at Calvary 
show that there are  con-ierable 
quantities of oats and barley, par- 
ticularly in Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan which are unfit for seed. Tho

As one of the first cssentials for a 
good crop of any kiad is s,c9d@ seed, 
itis important that only seed with 
strong germination energy ind a high 
perecntage of germiaiole seeds slic uld 
be used. The germina‘ion eneryy of a 
sample is indicated by the persen:age 
of seeds which germinate du-ine the 
first four or five days of the test. 
The preliminary count therefore is an 
index of the germination energy. If, 
for example, the preliminary count 
on a sample of oats is 25 p.c. the 
germination energy of the sample is 
jvery low, but if the preliminary 
count is 90 p.c. the germination en- 
ergy is strong. Two samples may 
contain the same perecntage of vital 
seeds in which case the final counts 
would be the same. Tf the final counts 
‘only were considered on: of these 
camples would he thought to be as 
good as the other, while in reality 
one is good seed and the other unde- 
;Sirable for uso as seed. The. sample 
with a high preliminary count will 
withstand unfavorable weather condi- 
tions at the time of seeding very 
much better than the other It will
